son or company engaged in the bnei- 
ness of renting safety deposit boxes, 
to obtain an agreem ent in w riting 
from each person having access to a 
safety deposit box, to the effect that 
every such person shall notify the 
lessor of the death of any person 
having access to such a box before 
he himself shall seek access there­ 
to. 
The am endm ent w ent into effect 
as a law early in August and 
was 
published and distributed a t once. 
The am endm ent to the inheritance 
tax which also was part of tile busi­ 
ness enacted by the recent legisla­ 
ture, has not yet been published in 
pamphlet form, according to Ander­ 
son, who today stated th at it m ight 
be two m onths or more before it 
appears in pam phlet form. 
In the 
m eantim e the law is in effect and 
as amended, while not radically dif­ 
ferent from the old law, yet m akes 
definite and certain, those deduc­ 
tions from the appraised value which 
are allowable and w ithin the pur­ 
view of the inheritance tax law. 
Section 3 of the law, covering the 
lien of the inheritance tax, was so 
amended as to provide for the free­ 
ing of th at lien, of all property sold 
at probate sale, and to attach such 
lien to the proceeds of such sale.

A "Back to the Farm” movement 
would be a wholesome remedy for 
the present unemployment problem 
facing the country, in the opinion of 
Hardy W. Campbell, 
farm 
adviser 
for the Southern 
Pacific 
company 
and well known agricultural author­ 
ity. who has returned to his offices 
in San Francisco after visiting vari­ 
ous 
farming 
sections 
along 
the 
Southern Pacific 
lines, 
inspecting 
crop conditions and speaking before 
groups of farmers. 
Campbell is the author for several 
books on agriculture and is an ex­ 
ponent of the doctrine of proper till­ 
age in relation to crop production. 
“There are hundreds of thousands 
of acres of semi-arid lands in this 
Great West,” said Campbell, “which 
if properly farmed would provide a 
livelihood for a vast population. My 
experience has ranged over many 
years in all parts of the West from 
Nebraska and Kansas to the Pacific 
Slope and I know that good produc­ 
tion can 
be 
obtained 
from 
land 
where there is but slight rainfall and 
where aa a matter of fact many farm­ 
ers have met disaster through the 
lack of proper knowledge as to the 
proper course to pursue in preparing 
these lands and putting 
In 
their 
crops. 
“The chief trouble in 
many 
In­ 
stances of crop failure is that the 
ranchers who lost out lacked 
the 
knowledge as to how to bandle their 
land. 
‘K n o w le d g e is power* and lf 
the acreages lying idle In this state 
a n d other western states were farmed 
a c c o r d i n g to scientific teachings prac­ 
tic a lly applied, t h i s country would 
receive a great impetus towards pros­ 
p e r ity .”

THE FARMER COMES THROUGH

Exceptionally high temperatures, according to of­ 
ficial estimates, were responsible for a quarter of a 
billion dollars’ damage in July, and cereals, market 
gardens and orchards all suffered. 
Despite this fact, 
the ten states of Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Louis­ 
iana. Oklahoma, Arkansas, Colorado. Washington and 
Oregon are promising crops above the IOO per cent 


normal. 
Everywhere the farmer is producing to the best 
of his ability; everywhere he is reducing his indebted­ 
ness through systematic economies and careful man­ 
agement. 
If other elements jn our body politic— em­ 
ploying, wage-earning and professional-—could face 
the facts as courageously and consistently, it would 
be the better for the nation. 


THE RECORD OF SUGAR BEETS 


Statistics on the German beet sugar industry have 
just been published by “ Concerning Sugar” covering 
a period of*63 years. 
The industry was stimulated in foreign countries 
under high protection and the payment of export 
boun! ics. 
Il l* most remarkable fact shown by the report 
is the increase in yield of all other crops when grown 
in rotation with sugar beets. 
With no increase in 
acreage Germany alone increased her annual yield 
of cereal crops by 600 million bushels; Northwestern 
Europe by two million bushels, the value of increased 
yield of other crops far exceeding the value of the 
sugar produced. 
Such a record as this should encourage western 
farmers in the cultivation of the sugar beet. 
It gives 
some idea of the value of the sugar beet industry to 
the west and its close connection with the growth of 
our agricultural and stock raising industries. 


POSTAL SAVINGS REFORM

deed high time that an impartial government should 
sift out the facts and insure the enforcement of con- 
j stitutional guarantees.

The whole country should demand that justice and 
fair play by all concerned be restored and allowed to 
do some of their healing work.

The promised plans for improving the postal sav­ 
ings service are well under way, and as soon as con­ 
gress reconvenes legislation is expected to make the 
plans effective. 
Under a bill which has been proposed the interest 
rate on postal deposits will be increased from two 
per cent to three. 
The maximum allowed a single 
depositor is to be raised to $3,000. 
Depository of­ 
fices are to be increased; trust and joint accounts ac­ 
cepted. 
Circulars and notices in foreign languages 
will acquaint the immigrant population with this form 
of saving. 
Interest will be paid on deposits held 
less than a year, and a finger print system of identi­ 
fication installed for the illiterate. 
In encouraging postal deposits through more fa­ 
vorable regulations it is not intended to put the post 
office in competition with the banks. 
Mr. Hayes ex­ 
plains that the idea is to create new depositors among 
people not yet educated to tnist in private banking 
institutions. 
The post office reaches many citizens to whom 
banks and banking are little known. 
It is largely 
from these ranks that the financial dupes and objects 
of mean thievery are to be found. 
In encouraging 
these people to save and keep their money in safer 
and more profitable places than the sock, the mat­ 
tress and the old trunk, the post office department 
can perform a very actual service. 


THE DOLLAR’S VICTORY 


Save the American Eagle 
San Bernardino Sun ———— 


There is merit in the proposal of T. Gilbert Pear­ 
son, president of the National Association of Audu­ 
bon Societies, that the killing of bald eagles in Alas­ 
ka be stopped until careful investigation has dis­ 
closed whether the birds deserve death. 
Alaska is 
the last remaining place owned by the United States 
where the bald eagle, symbol of American ^depend­ 
ance. is to be found in large numbers, and there is 
some likelihood that it will be exterminated there 
unless the warfare now being waged against the bird 
is ended. 
On the ground that as a predatory crea­ 
ture it destroys animal life which would be of value 
to mankind, the territorial government is paying a 
bounty for each eagle killed, and Mr. Pearson says 
he has information that bounties have been paid al­ 
ready on 15,000. 
Now scientific investigation has shown that birds 
and mammals supposed to be injurious sometimes 
do more good than harm and that it is a mistake to 
exterminate them, as they play an important part in 
maintaining the equilibrium of nature, and when the 
balance is disturbed mischief results. 
Thus it has 
been found in certain localities that after the exterm­ 
ination of hawks and owls, rats and mice increased 
rapidly and did more damage than the birds, which 
hold their numbers down, but which, because they 
occasionally attacked chickens and game, were con­ 
sidered a nuisance. 
It is averred in places in the 
West that since the coyote disappeared prairie dogs, 
on which they used to prey, have multiplied so rap­ 
idly that they have become more of a pest than the 
little wolves were. 
The only fair way to determine the good and bad 
qualities of a wild creature is by careful study of 
the habits of a large number of specimens. 
The bald =( 
eagle, as Mr. Pearson says, is entitled to its day in g- 
eourt. 
The bounty, encouraging men to exterminate ‘ 
this great American bird, should be withdrawn un­ 
til examination of the evidence has determined ac­ 
curately its economic status.

When congress adjourned last week for a month's 
recess it left a lot of important work uncompleted. 
Taxation and traiff revision—the two chief purposes 
of the special session called last April—have had to 
wait over until next month. 
There is likelihood, so 
congressional leaders say, that they will even wait 
until early next year and the regular session of con­ 
gress which will open December 4. 
In spite of its sins of omission, congress really 
accomplished a few things. 
Among the 65 more or 
le.88 vital m easles which a c t u a l l y became laws were 
the emergency tariff and immigration restriction acts, 
supposed to fill in the u n a v o i d a b l e lapse of time 
during the preparation of c a r e f u l l y studied and per­ 
manent statutes. 
The budget bill and the peace 
resolution were both expected of this congress, and 
were both put across. 
Naval and army appropria­ 
tion bills, funds for farm loan board, bill facilitating 
exports, telephone consolidation bill, cable control 
b ill veterans’ bureau consolidation, farm products 
export act. packers’ control bill and shipping board 
appropriations were all put into the class of finished 
business, along with a number of others of less gen­ 
eral interest. 
During a congressional session the public looks 
upon knocking the national law-making body as one 
of its favorite in and outdoor sports.

cess, however, it forgets all about its chosen repre­ 
sentatives or, if it thinks of them at all, realizes that 
their job is a hard one and that all things consider­ 
ed, it couldn’t do much better itself.
